Made in 98 Years. 





Hear Report on What 
May Be Expected. 





The Executive Committee of the 
Dakota Park Improvement Associa- 
tion will meet Tuesday night to de- 
vise a way to have, Dakota “Park” 
become a reality instead of a joke. 
President F. P. Preissle of the or- 
ganization will submit a report of 
his conference with Acting Mayor 
John. H. Gundlach, and outlining what 
assistance may be expected from the 
city officials. 

At present two blocks of 
ground, which by a misnomer has 
been known as Dakota Park, is a 
weed patch and tin can heap. It was 
donated to the city by the United 
States Government in 1812 for a 
park. For several years the resi- 
dents in that neighborhood have been 
trying to get the city to cut the 
weeds, clear out the tin cans and 
build a fence around the “park.” 

Dakota Park is listed in city guides 
as a city park, and the information is 
given that visitors may find it by 
taking the Bellefontaine street cars. 
Members of the improvement associa- 
tion say that the directions given 
are correct, but that pleasure seek- 
ers, when they arrive at the “park” 
will find a block containing a sunken 
garden of tin cans 25 feet below the 
street level. 

Improvement Item Mystifies. 

The Dakota Park Improvement As- 
sociation has asked city officials for 
an explanation of an item of $3037 
carried in the reports of the Park 
Commissioner for “maintainance. of 
Dakota Park.” Old residents in tliat 
neighborhood say that no money has 
been spent in “maintainance” of the 
“nark” from time immemorial. City 
officials have told the members of the 
organization that the expenditure, 
as set forth in the books, must have 
been made so many years ago that it 
is impossible to trace it or explain 
how it was used. 

The Park Improvement Association 
was formed in February, 1909, and 
now has 180 members. It requested 
the city officials to at least put up 
& flagpole as an evidence of good 
faith in accepting the Government 
grant of 98 years ago. It later caused 
a bill to be introduced in the Munici- 
pal Assembly, providing for an ap- 
propriation of $5000 to construct a 
park on the vacant property. 

Following a report by Park Com- 
misioner Scanlan that no funds were 
available, the bill was killed, but an 
appropriation of $100 was made to 
maintain the “park” last year. 

Of this sum, $34 was spent in cut- 
ting the weeds, but the Officials for- 
got to spend the balance on the 
“park” maintainance or erect the 
flagpole requested. Another appro- 
priation of $100 fer maintainance was 
made in 1910, but this money has not 
been expended and no improvements 
made, acording to the statement of 
President Preissle. 


Where It Is Located, 

Dakota Park is bounded by North 
and South Dakota. streets on the 
north and south, and East and West 
Michigan avenues on the east and 
west.

DEMOCRACY AND SUPERIORITY. ,« 
No long course of study is needed to under- 
stand the meaning of American Democracy. It 
means non-interference with rights. Its whole 
gospel goes into the maxim that rights.wrong no 


perior person ought to be permited to use politi- 
cal power to control any man ‘or any ‘number of 
men in any use they make of their rights. 

The American theory of life assumes it as self- 
evident that all men are: born with the right. to. 
live as they please, unless they attempt to take 
from someone else ‘his equal rights. This differs 
from Toryism fundamentally. The fundamental as- 
sumption of Toryism is that of. “noblesse oblige’; 
that every “superior person’. is bound by his 
superiority to meddle. He is so to live that 
through all the political power he can. control 


control of their living. 

In England and America, those who hold this 
view of the obligations of their own deep-seated 
feeling of superiority are preaching a “New De- 
mocracy.” It means meddling to the last limit 
of the possible with all people, at home and 
abroad, who are not formidable enough to pro- 
tect themselves. 

With “Jingo Jo” Chamberlain at one extreme 
in England, Dr. Lyman Abbot is at the other in 
this country. In his latest sermon on what he 
he announces that the Greeks 
had the same word for beauty and virtue. ‘‘Good- 
ness, beauty and truth,” with goodness as.a form 
of beauty, are to be imposed on the world by a 
race of meddlers with words “softer than butter,”’ 
supported by Dreadnoughts and lyddite shells.

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SHADE TREE PESTS. 

Whether it is bagworm, tussock moth, gypsy 
moth, brown tail or elm leaf beetle that is devas- 
tating shade trees in St. Loulfs, the activity .of 
the City Forester cannot be too energetic or per- 
sistent. The first two mentioned are native to 
America. Their appearances in destructive quan- 
tities have been periodical and the havoc they 
work, while annoying enough, does nof compare 
with that of the imported gypsy, brown tail or 
the elm leaf beetle. How these pests got across 
the ocean from their native habitat does -not 
matter. They are here. In five years Massachu- 
setts alone has spent $2,000,000 of public money 
in fighting them, and it has been a losing bat- 
tle. The entomologists of the Agricultural De- 
partment have long been searching for a para- 
sitical enemy which would destroy them, but 
with indifferent success. 

In New England the verdiet seems to be that 
the situation is not one to enlist the attention of 
the entomologist, but of the iorester. The rem- 
edy, the experts declare, is not to destroy the 
tree destroyers, but to replace the trees with 
others which are immune from attack. 

As the insects are slowly but surely working 
westward, it is a pertinent suggestion that every 
city and town begin prepafatiors for the cam- 
paign. In Rochester, Cleveland, Toledo and De- 
troit active campaigns are in progress. St. Louis, 
in fighting the bagworm, may well make prepara- 
tions for visitations, for the gypsy moth has al- 
ready been seen in the city. 

Individual, as well as municipal effort, should 
be exerted. Information as to remedies should 
be made public, lest Missouri trees meet the fate 
of those of New Fingland. A writer in Suburban 
Life asks the question, “Is the shade tree 
doomed?” The damage, he says, already runs 
into millions and the prospective destruction is 
more serious than that already realized.

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NEW YORKE’S NEW TERMINAL. 

The new Pennsylvania Railroad terminal in 
New York has been turned over ‘by the builders 
to the company and officially opened. It is an 
improvement clearly entitled to rank as a won- 
der of the world. It includes a double tube tun- 





nel under the Hudson River, a four-track. subway 


across the island of Manhattan, a sub-grade 
train yard, a twin-tube tunne) under-the East 
River to Long Island, a great electric power 
house,- the largest freight yards tin the world on 
the Jersey side and a station edifice whose great 
size is less momentous than its architectural and 
artistic grandeur. The cost was $120,000,000. 
This vast sum of money was a charge against 
the whole railroad which owns the terminal. The 
earnings from traffic supplied by every point 


touched and served by the Pennsylvania system | 


bear their portion of the whole cost. The advan- 
tages of the terminal, as well as its expense, are 
borne by St. Louis, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Pittsburg; Philadelphia, Washington and hun- 
dreds of smaller cities and towns; New York is 
merely one of the contributors to the cost and 
maintenance of the great enterprise. 

It is vastly different from the plan followed in 
St. Louis, where, by arbitrary decree of the Ter- 
minal monopoly, the cost of entrance to the city 
is not a charge against the railroads or the points 
they serve, but against St. Louis alone and St. 
Louis traffic. In proportion to size, wealth and 
business done, New York could as well support 
the $120,000,000 Pennsylvania terminal as St. 
Louis can support the Terminal monopoly here. 
Would New York submit to such oppression or 
the Pennsylvania Railroad think of attempting it 
so long as there is competition?

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ABANDONED FARMS. 

Secretary Wilson of the Department of Agri- 
culture is reported to have said, in a recent in- 
terview at Seattle: 

I rode for 150 miles between New York and 
Albany with a‘ member of the United States 
Senate, and passed farm after farm which had 
been abandoned by its owner, and which could 
be purchased for the cost of the improvements. 
The farms had been worked out; the sofl had — 
become impoverished, and the Eastern farmer 
had abandoned his fields. 


We have here a repetition in New York of the 
old story that used to come to us from New. En- 
gland. In this case, as in the former, an inquiry 
will probably disclose the fact that the farm was 
abandoned, not because the soil was worked out, 
but because the farmer had neither the skill ror 
the capital to cultivate it on what is khown as 
the intensive system. 

The Eastern States have, in fuct, reached a 
point where there is needed for success in agri- 
culture not only a new.system of farming, but 
a new set of farmers. The old type moves to 








the WeSt, where primitive conditions still pre-|. 


vail to a greater or less extent. The new type 
has not yet come in, but it is coming. Farming 
lands in New York are not going to be in the 
abandoned class for any great length of time.

It has been said that in all the great practical 
uses the world is now making of electricity it 
owes more to William Thompson (Lord Kelvin) 
for practical] working methods than to anyone 
else since Benjamin Franklin. In the. same 
breath he has been called the only man among 
“nglish-speaking peoples of the nineteenth cen- 
tury whose name is not out of place with those 
of Bacon and Franklin. . 

The biography of such a man must be worth 
reading.. As it has. been writtén by Sylvanus P. 
Thompson, it is now under review as an ex- 
planation of the secrets of a great thinker’s 
power of helpfulness. 

It may do all a biography can do for its own 
best purposes, but probably no other explana- 
tion of genius will ever be found as satisfactory 
as that given by Lord Kelvin himself, shortly 
before his death. | 

He lived an inspired life from his boyhood. 








All his great results were results of inspiration, 


working into his life and out of it into facts. 
This is his own explanation. It seems to be a 
boast. It is really an humble confession. In 
his old age he reviewed his life back to his boy- 
hood in Scotland, when he was under the infiu- 
ence of a kind, old teacher now almost forgot- 
ten. This teacher, John Pringles Nichol, reached 
both hig heart and his head. His own spirit was 
one of profound reverence for truths which come 
as an inspiration from nature, to give men power 
to control the forces of nature to improve life. 
As he had drawn it from life in'naturé, he gave 
it to the boy, William Thompson, who as Baron 
Kelvin, when past 80, acknowledged publicly that 
he owed his power in life to it and expected to 
go on working under its-influence while he lived. 
In that sense, “inspiration” is the greatest gift 
in life and the greatest power ‘on earth. In Kel- 
vin’s case it made the ocean cable a success. It:

CHESTER, England, July 26.—As their family 

history is so interwoven with that of old Chester 
and Cheshire, the Duke of Westmister and all the 
Grosvenors played conspicuous parts in the page- 
ants and revels with which the ancient glories of 
the people were re-enacted in Baton Park, a part 
of the Duke of Westminster's beautiful estate 
near here. 
In one of the most picturesque episodes Lady 
Arthur Grosvenor was the “Countess Hrmen- 
trude,” wife or Hugh Lupus, that nephew of 
William of Normandy, who was an ancestor, if not 
the actual founder of the house of Grosvenor. 
The Duke of Westminster presided, and his 
brother, Lord Arthur Grosvenor, led a glorious 
charge of 179 horsemen that equalled the famed 
maneuvers of the Horse Guards. 

The Countess of Beauchamp, who was Lady Let- 
tice Grosvenor, the politician of her family, who 
has so aided her husband in his splendid and 
spectacular rise in the Government service with 
lady Helen and Lady Ursula Grosvenor, were 
among the hundreds of distinguished onlookers. 

But this splendid contribution to the series of 
pageants In England to revive the memories of a 
glorious past and to stimulate patriotism was by 
no means solely a Grosvenor affair, for nearly all 
the neble families whose estates are hereabouts 
participated and had guests from afar for the 
occasion. 

The Marchioness of Cholmondeley was the “Lady 
Venables.” and on a gaily decorated horse she 
r forth with other to welcome Prince Edward 
and bearing banners, shields and gaily colored 
dtleys in 1256. 

Charles Hawtrey, a London actor, who has 
often been seen in America, staged the pageants. 
Eutraucing Fairy Spectacle. 

First of all, in this revival, there was a proces- 
sion on the green sward, led by a band of the 
Royel Marines. A great chorus of several thou- 
ga.:d men, women and children, in blue and white 
and gold, emblazoned with the arms of Chester 
ord bearing banners, shields and gaily colored 
fibbons, followed.

GOOD MOTHERS 
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Specialist Declares Females of a 
Family Dying Out Should 
Not Wed.

VIENNA, July 26.—Dr. Von Denvelden, a widely 
known specialist, has devoted two years to study- 
ing the problem of why families die out. He has 
come to an interesting conclusion. . He says that 
any one Who is anxious to see his’ race continued 
should not marry an heiress who is the last of 
her” line. 

The premises upon which Dr. Von Denvelden 
bases his conclusion wgre found in 1400 
riages in which all the couples possess documents 
with dates of deaths and ‘births in their fam!i- 
lies for many years. .He says that from the.de- 
tails given in this great number of cases it 
clear the families which are about to die 
show early signs-of a disposition to do so. 
two generations more boys than girls are born. 
The boys do not attain marriageable age, and 
the daughters, though they may marry into nor- 
mal families, do not become mothers of.the aver- 
age number of children. : 

Of all the families in which only one son 
reached marriageable age he found that 18 per 
cent died out in the following: generation. * ° 

Dr. Vondelden has also observed that the chil- 
dren of families which aré dying out become 
weeker and weaker with each generation. There 
seems to be a few exceptions to this rule. 

Among the families traced by Dr. Von Denvel- 
dcr only two, after showing signs of dying out, 
rallied and returned to normal conditions. 

It is upapa this that the doctor reasons out 
his conclusion that the last female scion of a 
femily, of which the last male has died out, 
cannot be expected to give birth to healthy chil- 
dren such as will continue her husband's line.

FARIS, Aug. 6.—Bread and wine, the chief food 
of the French public, were again advanced in 
price this week, and tales of distress are heard. 

There had been a gradual increase in the cost 
of living for several years until a grave situation 
existed, and this last advance has caused much 
anxiety. The bakers announced by placard, yes- 
terday that common bread will sell at 85 centimes, 
about 17 cents. for two kilograms, about four and 
one-quarter pounds. ' Fancy bread has gone up 
l cent a pound. . 

Serious as is this advance, announced in- 
crease in the price of wine caused more 
grumbling, for the poorer classes depend on cheap 
wines with their meals. It is often their only 
beverage and is drunk by the children as well as 
by adults. 

A few years ago so much wine Was produced in 
France that a great deal of tt could not be marketed, 
This caused misery and brought on a condition 
botdering on’ revolt in the wine district. Now 
the reserve supply of wine is not enough to meet 
the demand and the new schedule of prices will 
affect all the cheaper kinds. 

All vegetables and fruits, both of which are 
unusually poor in quality this summer, have ad- 
vanced in price, in many cases to double last 
year's figures. The excuse for this ts that the 
continued rains throughout France have ruined 
the farm crops and fruit. Peasants are suffering 
for necessities.

BIARRITZ, France, July 28.—There is a chance 
for some American woman to become mistress of 
an establishment here that deserves to be one 
of the show places of Europe.

The ques- 
tion is whether any one of them will yield to 
the gallantries of the owner, which have been 
freerly lavished upon all Americans.

MME. FRANK INTENDED 
COMING TO AMERICA.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—“If a man can fly across 
the English Channel, woman can. Woman is as 
clever as man about these things. She should 
be his equal in the air and she will be. Give 
woman as much experience as man and she will 
fly as well as he.” 
These were the words with which Mme. Frank, 
the young French aviator bade farewell to her 
friends here when she left for England, where she 





‘met with a painful accident. She was full of 


enthusiasm and declared her intention of going 
on to America to compete in the flight for $30,00@ 
prize offered by the St. Louls Post-Dispatch and 
the New York World for the 1000-mile trip be- 
tween St. Louis and New York in 100 hours. 

Henri Rochefort, the intransigent editor, hag 
taken the accident to Mme. Frank ag his text 
for a violent article, in which hé declares that 
women. should not be allowed to pursue such 
dangerous avocations as flying. He argues 
against such pursuits and he roundly raps the 
Fnglish husband of the intrepid young aviator 
for permitting his wife to make a livelihood by 
risking her life. 

Mme. Frank is stoutly opposed to Henri Roche- 
fort’s anti-feminine doctrine, at least she was 
before her accident. In a talk with the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, just before. she left for 
England, she asserted her views positively. 

As Capable and Cool as Men. 

“We,women;” she said, “are just as capable 
and as cool as men. There is absolutely no reason 
why we cannot fly as well and as fearlessly as 
men.” 

. At the time of the accident her husband was 
discussing with the Post-Dispatch correspondent 


the conditions of the New-York-St. Louis flight. . 


He said his wife certainly would meke an effort 
to win the $30,000 and the honors of the great 
flight, though in his opinion the race is too long 
for her. 

Reports come from England to her friends that 
Mme. Frank ts recovering rapidly. She has made 
no ‘statement yet as to her plans, but it is 
docmed likely that she will resume flying ag 
soon as she is able to do so. She had intended 
going to America this fall to participate in the 
Long Island meet at the end of October, but it is 
feured her injuries may be too slow in mending 
to admit of that, or to allow -her to enter for 
the Post-Dispatch-New York World prise. : 

Despite the great pluck shown by Mme. Frank 
and the Baroness de la Roche, both in their suc- 
cessful flights and in their distressing accidents, 
most of the aviators here are inctined to agree 
with Henry Rochefort’s opinion that women are 
upfitted for flying, particularly in sensational ex- 
hibition work. It is the view of the aviators that 
women would lose their heads in emergencies 
from which man, by his coolness of judgment, 
would escape unhurt. 

Can Morane Beat the Birds? Sie 

Now that the aeroplane has approached the 76 
miles an hour standard, a speed which seems to 
mark the limit of the automobile and the steam 
engine for practical purposes, people here are 
wondering whether Morane with his racing Bleriot 
will set about beating the speed of birds. 

Morane has flown 10 minutes at an average 
speed of 68 miles an hour. At that rate he would 
have left the quafl minutes behind, for qualls fly 
only about 50 miles an hour. A carrier. pigeon 
of the best class will fly 70 miles an hour and 
an: eagle 55: so Morane has the eagle beaten and 
is near the best a carrier pigeon can do. But he 
has a lot of speed to acquire yet before he beats 
some of the smaller birds.

J Miss Bessie Smith, 3501 Dodier street, 
answered the advertisement Thursday 
and gave her telephone number. It 
purported to offer a position as office 
assistant for a young woman between 20 
and % years of age, and guaranteed 
wood pay and a permanent position.

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 6.—“‘Laugh if 
you will, Brother Jones, but remember 


that you are in the house of the Lord.” 

Since the day the Rey. Franklin L. 
Streeter addressed that remark to Wil- 
liam V. Jones of 363 South Ferree 
street, Kansas City, Kan., while serv- 
icés were being held at the Armourdale 
Baptist Church, there has been friction 
between Jones and the officers of the 
church. It resulted in Jones’ expulsion, 
and an injunction this afternoon to pre- 
vent his attendance at the church. 

In the petition filed today in the 
Wyandotte County District Court, ask- 
ing for a restraining order against 
Jones, he is charged with “making 
facial grimaces at various members of 
the congregation” and “threatening to 
inflict bodily harm and take the life 
of the pastor of the Armourdale Bap- 
tist Church.”’ 

The Rev. Franklin L. Streeter has 
been the pastor of the church 15 years. 
He now is in Chicago. Jones went to 
Kansas City, Kan., with his family of 
five sons and a daughter—from Neath, 
South Wales, in 1899. 

When the restraining order was 
served on him today, he showed no 
anger toward his accusers. 

Used to Teach Bible Class. 

‘I can’t understand why they did 
it,” Jones said repeatedly, while he 
fumbled his spectacles in his hands. 
“There has been unpleasantness be- 
tween the officials of the church and 
me for several years, but I did not 
let it interfere with my church at- 
tendance. [ always have attended 
church. In Wales I taught a Bible 
class of boys. When I came here I 
became much interested in this 
church, 

When the building of the new church 
began I was made a member of the 
Building Committee. That was when 
the first unpleasantness started between 
Brother Streeter and myself. He called 
a meeting of the committee one Sab- 
bath evening and I objected so strongly 
to his plans that he left the meeting. I 
gladly would have forgotten the matter 
but he did not. 

“Later I proposed a different system 
of bookkeeping to show how the funds 
were used, but Brother Streeter over- 
ruled me. The friction grew and I 
finally was expelled from the church. 

“One Sunday I tried to bring the mat- 
ter before the church and again was 
overruled. Then Brother Streeter ac- 
cused the of laughing tn the services. I 
never did such a thing in my life. Now 
they say I threatened Brother Street- 
er. Why, I wouldn't harm a hair of 
his head. I think this will 
ack Saabaren out se awhile.”

Senator Charles Curtis of Kansas, 
first witness at today’s hearing, told 
of the attitude of himself and Vice- 
President Sherman toward the con- 
tracts. He said they both, during a 
conference with President Taft, had 
opposed the payment of attorneys’ 
fees amounting to millions for the 
sale of the Indian lands. He denied 
having’ had any conversation with 
Jake Hamon about the contracts. 

Senator Curtis told of having been 
summoned by telephone to the White 
House to discuss with President Taft 
and Vice-President Sherman, the Mo- 
Murry contracts. President Taft, he 
said, expressed the belief that the 10 
per cent fee was too high, and his 
visitors agreed with him. This, the 
Senator thought sufficiently refuted 
the imputation that he was “inter- 
ested” in the land deal. He said that 
he haa known McMurry for years, 
and had never known of his at- 
tempting to “influence” legislation. 

Senator Curtis testified that he also 
knew of no animosity existing between 
himself and Senator Gore, except that 
Mr. Gore had remarked that “Curtis 
Was meddling too much in Oklahoma 
affairs by fair means and by foul.” 

D. C. McCurtain, who described him- 
self as a delegate to Washington for the 
Choctaws, testified that before the dis- 
approval of the old tribal contracts by 
President Roosevelt in 19, and while 
they were still pending, he was ap- 
proachea by McMurry in the lobby of 
the Raleigh. 

Indian’s Testimony.

In previous encounters with Nally, 


« Whglen had been repeatedly worsted, al- 


though armed. WNally’s fearlessness and 
guperior strength enabled him to wrest 
the weapon from Whalen’s hands on 
each @ccasion, and he administered 
sound thrashings to the vanquished hus- 
band. ‘ 

Whalen first began to suspect that 
Maliy was attentive to Mrs. Whalen last 
January. His wife, who is young and 
accounted unusually attractive, was 
flattered by the young man’s admira- 
tion, and Nally made no secret of his 
conquest. He went openly to the Wha- 
lei home and took Mrs. Whalen for long 
walks. 

Threats of violence by Whalen had 
no effect on Nally, and in desperation 
Whalen took his wife and child to Ok- 
lahoma. She corresponded with Nally, 
however, and after a time jeft her Ok- 
lahoma home to meet the young man in 
Springfield, Mo. Whalen found her 
there, and returned with her to his 
farm near Bird's Point. 

Neighbors began to smfle at Nally’s 
defiance and the husband’s helplessness, 
and the Springfield incident became com- 
mon gossip, but the smiles died as it be- 
came apparent that tragedy lurked in 
the situation. 

Whalen said that Nally had beaten 
him several times since he and his fam- 
ily returned, to Bird’s Point, and that 
when he started out for the drive today 
he went expecting trouble, and pre- 
pared for it. He told Constable C. H. 
Brown, who brought him to Charleston, 
that Nally was the agressor in reopen- 


, ing the quarrel between them, and was 


the first to draw a weapon. 

Thore was no eye-witness to the kill- 
ing, but Nally’s open knifa, near his 
bedy, was accepted by Brown as partly 
corroborative of Whalen's version of it. 

The body was found by a Mrs, Adams, 
who was taking dinner to farm hands 
nearby, and she notified Brown. The 
trouble between Whalen and Nally was 
s0 commenly known that Brown went 
at once to ghe Whalen home, and there 
wes told the story of the shooting. 
Mrs. Whalen would say nothing. 

Whalen’s preliminary hearing will 
be held Aug. 1%. He is under $500 bond.

Since that time 
Mrs. Hopkins has become well known 
in New York social and art circles 
and numbers many wealthy persons 
there as her acquaintances.

FOLK DECLARES

Former Governor, in Kansas

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 6.—In a speech 
at the banquet given here tonight by

Plotters After a Stake of From Three 
to Five Millions From Indian Tribes 


That there is a well-laid plot to rob 
the Choctaw and Chickesaw Indian 
tribes of Oklahoma out of millions of 
property has been revealed by the spe- 
clal congressional inquiry into Gore’s 
charges. 

The rich stake for whieh the plotters 
were playing was the fees of not less 
than $2,000,000 and possibly $6,000,000 or 
more that McMurry would have re- 
ceived for the sale of the lands if his 
contract had been approved.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—In the 20 
years of its life the enti-trust law 
has never by itself broken a trust. 
A few, but very few have been 
broken. Some have been unsuccess- 
ful, even from the point of view of 
the,men who orgamized them. All, 
exc@pt a very few, have been unsuc- 
“cessful from the point of view of the 
man. who bought the common stock, 

Everybody recalls the Cordage 
scandal, the rows and scandals on 
account of Amalgamated Copper, the 
disappointment of those who hoped 
muth from Morgan’s International 
Mercantile Marine. Few, however, 
know the fact that there is a rem 
nat of the old Cordage trust left. 
Tt is now a carpet and rug concern 
and has little to do with ropes, the 
articles of commerce that come to 
mind when cordage is mentioned. 
the securities of few, if any, of the 
torsolidations ealle@ trusts. have yet 
gone to the lists of obsolete securi- 
ties which have some value, notwith- 
standing there is no hope of their 
hoMers ever realizing a dollar on 
oe because the companies that is- 
& them might pay anything. Their 
a oh it has often been insinuated, 
aries from the fact that they might 
be/substituted for real assets In the 
strong boxes of men and corporations 
about to fall. 


Remnants Found Elsewhere. 
The trusts, so-called, that have 


been formed during the last quarter 
of a century have not yet fallen so 
low. The “Yellow Dog” remnants of 
corporations that failed for one rea- 
son or another to fulfill expectations, 
may be found, by a diligent searcher, 
in the capitalization of trusts that 
became the successors of the unsuc- 
cessful ones. 

' for instance, in years to come the 
searcher wil] find that some of the 
capital stock of the Morse coastwise 
steamship trust appears in the cap- 
italization of the Atlantic, Gulf & 
West India Co., which is taking over 
the remnants of the property of the 

Consolidated © Steamship Lines, the 
coastwise merger that- caused C. W. 
Morse’s admirers to give him the 
title of the “Admiral of the Atlantic 
Coast.” 

That was only a dozen years ago 
ang the prophet whose eye could see 
a vision of Morse in the Atlanta 
pemitentiary serving a 15-year term 
befause in the management of the 
dazen or more banks controlled by 
him when he forgot to observe the 
laws enacted by» Congress, hada not 
begin born. 

So again the Shipbuilding Trust, 
with its $70,000,000 or so of securi- 
tiés which daring spirits sought to 
unload in this country and in France, 
had its comparatively modest real 
assets gobbled up by: Charles. M 
Schwab.

Mere mention of the United States 
Steamship Company, the American 
Grass Twine Company, related to Cor- 
dage: the Federal Wireless, the Unit- 
ed Wireless, the officers of which have 
been indicted, the American Malting 
Company, succeded by the American 
Mait Corporation, and the American Ice 
Securities Company, successor to 
Morse’s Ice Trust, bring up memories 
of host dollars and blasted hopes. 

Tiss Ice Trust encountered its “bad 
luck™” when it raised the price of ice 
from 30 to 60 cents and caused the New 
York World to camp on its trail and 
other newspapers to keep up a desul- 
tory fire on it until the fnevitable 
effect of public disfavor made itself 
felt. Morse capitalized his Consolida- 
tion at $35,000,000. The American Ice 
Securities Company which owns the 
companies merged by Morse, has @ cap- 
ital stock of $19,041,600, with $2,793,080 
worth of bonds outstanding. 


Mere Victims of Whisky. 


About as many men got hurt dab- 
bling with whisky in the form of 
Whisky Trust stock as are supposed 
to have been thrown in any one year 
by the fluid. The Dfstilling Company 
of America has lost its identity in the 
the Distiller Security Co., a holding 
corporation with a capital stock of but 
$30,766,997, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Distillmg company has a 
capitalization of $70,000,000 common 
and $50,000,000 preferred. 

The American Writing Paper Co., 
organized in 1899, was at one time a 
promising trust that claimed to con- 
trol 86 per cent of the fine writing 
paper made in New England and 76 
per cent of the product of the whole 
country. It went through the pro- 
cess of shearing, the capitalization 
being reduced from $25,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. 

The United States Four Co., one of 
the products of the prolific year 1899, 
is a reminder of the trouble for the 
Flour Trust announced from London 
a few days ago, and also a reminder 
of the receivership in this country. 
Englishmen who had been hurt fn the 
operations of the insiders were not so 
gentlemanly in their references to 
the works of those who used the as- 
sets of the company so as to cause 
a $4,000,000 loss. They remarked that 
such acts were criminal Usually 
operations by “Insiders” fn America 
is rather glossed over or lauded as 
evidence of the brain power of a new 
Napoleon of finance. 

Dividends That Are Not Paid. 


Assuming that the payment of div- 
idends is evidence of the success of 
a trust, a look at this short list will 
show just a few of .me mergers that 
have been the means of separating 
tho unwary Investor and his dollars. 

Quicksilver never paid a dividend 
on its $5,708,700 of common and went 
off the dividend list so far as tfts 
preferred is concerned with the pay- 
ment of % per cent In June, 1903. 

-The Republic Iron and Steel Co. 
never paid a dividend on its $27,191,- 
700 of common. 

The Union Bag and Paper Co., with 
$16,000,000 of common, $11,000,000 of 
preferred and $3,200,000 of bonds, 
never paid a dividend on its com- 
mon. 

The United Rallways Investment Co. 
never paid a dividend on its §$19,- 
400,000 of common and its last book

How strong hopes were entertained 
with regard to the $60,000,000 of In- 
ternational Harvester common may 
be inferred from the fact that while 
it had not paid a dividend the stock 
sold {n 1909 as high as 112%. 

American Hide and Leather, with 
$11,274,000 of common has never 
grown to the point of paying divi- 
dends thereon, and it had to quit 
paying on preferred, of which there 
is $12,584,300 in August, 1905. In 
1908 it owed more than 66 per cent 
overdue dividends. 


Bethlehem Steel and Inter-Met. 
Bethlehem §Steel, the trust charac- 


ter of which may be denied, has not 
paid anything on its $14,862,003 of 
common and had to suspend on its 
preferred in Feb. 1907. 

All New Yorkers remember Inter- 
Met, with its $93,262,192 of common 
that refused to yield dividends and 
its $45,741,000 of preferred that went 
off the dividend list in 1907. 

IM. M. means one thing that J. 
P. Morgan could not make pay. The 
holders of International Mercantile 
Marine, when they took up $49,931,- 
733 common and $51,780,791 preferred, 
knew that the shipping trust carries 
a bonded load of §71,710,000. The I. 
M. M. has not been a producer such 
as was expecteq by those who made 
money on the gyrations of U. 8S. Bteel. 
In merger history it is on a par with 
the Aldrich-Vreeland bill in cur- 
rency legislation. 

Trusts and Trusts. 

Those who consult financial pubii- 
‘cations find when they come to the 
American Bicycle Co. a reference to 
the Pope Manufacturing Co. which 
went into the hands of a receiver. 
The Bicycle Trust, embracing 45 con- 
cerns, staggered underaload of $20,- 
000,000 common and $10,000,000 pre- 
ferred and an equal amount of 
bonds. 

The American Can Co., organized 
in 1899, never pald anything on its 
$41,233,300 of common, although 
those who held its seeurities may be 
getting something for the money 
they put into it now that the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate Co., with which it is 
closely allied,’ is part of the Steel 
Trust. 


Trouble for Watered Oil. 
The American Alkali, with §$24,- 


000,000 of common and $6,000,000 of 
preferred, was organized in 1899, and 
two years later its troubles began, 
and ourrent literature is not much 
eencerned*about it. 

The American Sewer Pipe Co. guc- 
ceeded the American Clay Manufac- 
turing Co. and in 1907 the stock of 
the succeeding company was reduced 
to $7,000,000, so that it hardly ranks 
as a trust. 

The American Linseed O11 Co.’ with 
$16,750,000 of common and a MIike 
amount of preferred, quit paying 
dividends in 1900, and Standard Oj] 
interess acquired it in 1901. It paid 
its last dividend Sept. 15, 1901, 

When the American Malt Corpora- 
tion succeeded the troubled Amert- 
can Malting Co. in 1906 the holders 
of the preferred in the old concern 
received 623 per cent in the new, 
and the common got 44 per cent. 
There have been no dividends on the 
common, end when 2% was paid 
on the preferred in 1904 the com- 
pany owed 13 per cent accumulated 
and unpald dividends, 

And More Trusts. 
The Allis-Chambers big engine com- 
bination has thus far failed to make 
anything of the $19,820,000 worth of com- 
mon, and it quit paying on preferred 
which is a 7 per cent cumulative stock, 
in February, 1904. 
At this time, when Senator Aldrich 
is accused of having worked the tarirr 
schedules for the benefit of a new rub- 
ber trust, it is painful to call attention 
to the United States Rubber Company 
with $25,000,000 worth of commen on 
which it quit paying dividends in 1900, 
its $3,625,000 of first preferred and its 
$9,965,000 of second preferred. 
A good many of the early consolida- 
tions failed ef success because their 
promoters failed te get centre] of 


fj} enough of the plants making the goods 


they desired to monopolize. That was 
the trouble with the early steel and 
iron mergers. There were enough plants 
outgide the combination to enable the 
outsiders to cut prices and make im- 
possible dividends on big capitalisa-. 
tions, Mr. Morgan cured all that, so 
far as the steel industry is concerned, 
by his work in ferming the unitea 
States Steel Corporation. There are tn- 
dependents, but they have generally 
taken the ove from the big cencerns 


in the management, who theught they 
could make more money in that way 
than in the game the financiers played.

MAN TO ST. LOUIS 
TO LEARN DAIRYING 


Rudolph Lopez Spends 16 
Months Making Butter in 
Local Establishment. 








Rudolph Lopez, sent by the Argen- 
tine Republic to America to learn the 
dairy business, has just completed his 
education by making butter for four- 
teen months at the establishment of the 
Keyes Farm and Dairy Co., Eighteenth 
street and Park avenue. He has re- 
ceived his coveted diploma from the 
University. of Wisconsin and within a 
month will sail for his home at Argen- 
tine, and preseritly he will be appointed 
manager of a dairy school in connec- 
tion with the Government College of 
Agriculture. 

Lopez came to America over four 
years ago in company with three other 
young men. Their educgtional opportun- 
ity had been won by passing the best 
examination in competition with other 
young men and by being able to speak 
two languages. ia 

They were to learn the art of farm- 
ing as it is done in the United States 
and return and teach to other Ar- 
gentine youths. 
at the Ontario 
Guelph, Canada; 
souri State Uni 
at the Wisconsin te University. Be- 
fore he had been if this country very 
long he decided to specialize on dairy- 

decided to do 
the same thing. 


When he completed his course at the | 


Wisconsin University it was required 
that he spend fourteen months in prac- 
tical butter making before he could re- 
ceive his diploma. He came to St. Louis 


and has been making butter here near- | 


ly sixteen months. He will remain 
probably another month and then will 
sail for home. 

Up to now Argentine has only had 
dairy experiment stations in connection 
with the agricultural college. When 
Lopez gets back a regular dairy schoo! 
will be established and he will en- 
deavor to show the students how to 
make butter as he has been making it 
in St. Louls. 

Argentine is to send fifteen young 
men to the United States this year to 
learn agriculture and dairying. 

Argentine is an agricultural and graz- 
ing country, standing second only to 
Australia in the extent of its activities 
in these branches. Cheese and butter 
are largely exported, mainly to London 
and Cape Town.

The men of Duncan's troupe are high- 
ly educated, and hold various degrees 
from the universities of their native 
country. Dionysios Devaris, who plays 
“Orestis’”’ on the Delmar stage in the 
nightly productions of ‘Elektra,’ is a 
lawyer, and Soumflas and Christopoulos, 
the chorus men, are bachelors of arts.

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LONDON BUYING ON BREAKS, 
FINANCIAL POSITION BETTER

The week's sharp “pward turn in this 
week’s London money market with an 
advance of nearly % ef 1 per cent in 
discount rates, was mainiy due to local 
causes—the unexpected borrowing by 
the Government on treasury bills not- 
withstanding the present very large 
total of balances to the exchequers’ 
credit. 

But quite aside from this the Bank 
of England is disposed to be early 
on the defensive concerning gold de- 
mands in September. Last year’ the 
banks reserve at this time was con- 
siderably above the present levels; / 
yet the bank rate went to fivé per 
cent in October. On the present oc- 
casion, Egyptian demands for gold 
will probably be considerable hecause 
India has recently absorbed all the 
available sovereigns on Egypt's ijar- 
ket. 

Moreover Australia will be unable 
to spare gold for India this autumn 
because of its own requirements, and 
because of the exceptionally large 
balances already accumulated in Lan- 
don. Argentina, too, will draw free- 
ly, while if Brazilian exchange is 
shortly to be fixed at 16 pence, gold 
will flow to that market also.

Attorney Hennings for “In- 
surgents” Says Officers 
Have Been Overpaid. 





“The True Woodmen,” 90,000 strong, 
who may be styled the insurgents of 
the Modern Woodmen of America, 
which olaims to be the largest frater- 
nal soolety in the world, having more 
than 1,000,000 members, have filed a bill 
in the Circuit Court at Rock Island, 
Til., against the Modern Woodmen ‘of 
America and its Officers, asking for 
an injunction restraining the officers 
from paying any further money to 
two directors of the society; namely 
R. R. Smith of Missouri and EB, E. 
Murphy of Kansas. 

This suit was filed by Attorney 
Thomas C Hennings of St. Louis, coun- 
gel for the True Woodmen Associa- 
tion of Missour!; representing 
counties; P. M. McArthur, counsel for 
the True Woodmen Association of Iill- 
nois, representing 40 counties; C. D. 
Oberholtzer of Marseilles, Ill., and 
Shriver & Shriver of Rock Island. 

Dissatisfied With Officers, 

Concerning the situation Attorney 
Hienning says: 

“Tt is the purpose of the “True Wood- 
men’ to better the,conditions which now 

exist in the society and of which many 
people are rapidly becoming aware. 
They are dissatisfied with the manner in 
which the officers and directors have 
conducted their @ffairs. Not all of them 
are guilty of double-dealing, but there 
mare some who will be called to account 
and soon, too. 

“There have been charges made that 
various banks have been paying more 
interest than the society receives. You 
can figure out the rest of it for your- 
self. One member made a direct charge 
to this effect, but no names can be men- 
tioned until] action is taken. The bill for 
injunction filed is but the beginning of 
a fight which will clear the Woodmen, 

“Bor instance, as regards this bank 
matter. We are in a position to know 
that certain banks paid 8 per cent in- 
terest for funds and all that was ac- 
counted for to the society was 2 per 
cent. 
' Officer Has Other Duties. 

“A. R. Talbot, head counsel, gets 
£10,000 a year for devoting his service to 
the Woodmen. He is at the same time 
attorney for a public service corporation 
in his home city of Lincoln, Neb. Some

After being tried here, “farmed out,” 
only to return again with good pros- 
pects, he would again fail, and finally 
asked McAleer to have him traded, sold

R. JOSEPH QUIRK, whose of- 
IVI fice as baseball trainer has been 
‘ to salve the wounded among his 
charges—and. the unwounded among the 
press—has come to the rescue of the 
baseball world with a solution of the 
much-mooted ‘“spike’’ problem. 

It is admitted that the three-edged 
knives which Brace heel and toe of all 
baseball players’ shoes is a cpuel 
weapon, too dangerous to form a part 
of an otherwise pleasant pastime, no 
matter what good it works in gearing 
up the club's speed, 

Injuries have resulted often and the 
campaign that was instituted against 
the old spike, and the failure of said 
campaign are equaliy matters of history. 
The fact remajns that the opposition 
of the players themselves bajked the 
proposed substitution of the football 
cleat in place of the steel cleat. . They 
did not want their speed diminished 
and preferred to run the risks. 

Now comes Quirk with a substitute 
that seems to bear out all his encomi- 
ums, if it makes good in keeping up 
the players’ speed. At present the only 
set in use are on the shoes of “Ger- 
many’’ Schaefer, of the Washington 
club, who states that the Quirk inven- 
tion in no way hampers his movements 
and is of real benefit {n that the cleats 
do not cake up with @4irt, as the triangu- 
lar knife-cleat does, 

Quirk’s invention is triangular in 
shape, like the old one, but instead 
of having steel knives along the sides 
of the triangle it has a blunt cone 
at each apex. The arrangement 
could not possibly cause a slash 
wound and probably would not do 
more than bruise the flesh tn case 
of a sharp collision. It grips the 
ground with equal quickness and 
firmness, says Quirk, and does not 
pack with dirt while the runner Is 
covering 90 feet. It is always clean, 
whereas the runners have to knock 
the deposit out from the old “spike” 
every time they go to the plate. 

A St. Louis firm is turning out a 
quantity of them for Joseph, who is 
sending sets to Cobb, Bescher and 
other fast ones to get their opinions.

MORTGAGING A MYTHy 





Facts From Bankers Indicate 
That Few Have Bought 
Cars Who Were Unable 
to Own Them. 





The claim has been indefinitely 
made that the development of the au- 
tomobile industry has been the most 
rapid and extensive in the history of 
mechanics. Concrete facts are con- 
tained in a semi-official statement 
juat issued in which it ts estimated 
that there is today invested in auto- 
mobile plants about $400,000,000 and 
that at least 200,000 persons are em- 
ployed in the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles or their accessories. The au- 
tomobile makers are paying to the 
railroads of the country between $25,- 
000,000 and $80,000,000 annually for 
freight and consume over $60,000,000 
of rubber, steel, fron and aluminum. 

There are in daily use in the Unit- 
ed States at present approximately 
260,000 automobiles. The 1909 pro- 
duction may be placed at 180,000 cars, 
with an approximate value of $240,- 
000,000. The 1910 product will be 
210,000 cars. 

Large as these figures are they are 
exceeded by the annual expenditure 
for horse-drawn vehicles. Reliable 


authorities estimate that there are 


over 7,000,000 of these vehicles used 
dally in the United States, while the 
total number of horses and colts in 
the country exceeds 21,000,000 be- 
sides 8,000,000 mules, American man- 
ufacturers produce yearly about l1,- 
760,000 vehicles, of which 940,000 are 
passenger conveyances with an esti- 
mated value of $110,000,000. In addi- 
tion there is a yearly expenditure of 
$125,000,000 for horses and $52,000,000 
for harnesses, so that it seems fair 
to assume that the United States ex- 
pends yearly for its horse vehicles 
a total of $290,000,000. 

Automobile makers claim that al- 
ready the automobile has displaced 
560,000 horses and wagons, the av- 
erage upkeep of which is 65 cents a 
day, compared with the average up- 
keep for an automobile of 30 cents a 
‘lay. 

In order to give a comprehensive 
idea of the scope of the automobile 
industry, we have had the following 
figures compiled by some of the lead- 
ing manufacturers of the country. 
The details follow: ‘Investment in 
manufacture of automobiles, $225,- 
000,000; investment in producing ac- 
ecessories, $175,000,000; total plant in- 
vestment, $400,000,000. Number of 
persons employed in manufacture, 
200,060; number of selling agents, 
6600; selling agents and garage em- 
ployes, 33,000;.arinual consumption of 
copper in various forms, pounds, 13,- 
000,000; freight paid to railroads, $25,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000; leather con- 
gzumption, $8,000,000 to $10,000,000; 
rubber used (based on high price), 
$25,000,000; steel and fron, $36,000,000; 
aluminum, $9,000,000. 

The reiterated statement appear- 
ing in the press that people have been 
mortgaging their homes to buy auto- 
mobtles has led several of the manu- 
facturers to make a very thorough 
oanvass of the situation. Benjamin

ST. LOUIS MAN TAS . 
WHEEL THAT SOLVES 
TIRE PUNCTURES 


Pneumatic Casing and Tube’ 
Are Around Hub Where 
Nails Cannot Reach Them. 


a 





Nicholas Schenk, a St. Louis insur- 
ance man, has apparently solved ‘the 
problem of tire punctures and blow- 
outs with his invenfion of an auto- 
mobile wheel in which the pneumatic 
Ptire is in the middle of the wheel 
instead of on the circumference, as in 
other wheels. 

Schenk has been working on his iy- 
vention for four years in the face of 
almost insuperable difficulties, not the 
least of which was the fact that tire 
manufacturers showed no anxiety to 
manufacture an inner tire for him. 

Tuesday last in the presence of a 
dozen local men who have been 
studying the automobile tire proposi- 
tion, Schenk tried out his new wheel, 
two of which had been fitted to a 
Ford six-cylinder car. The car was 
started out with Schehk at the wheel 
and run for 80 miles at high speed, 
and when it came back the inner 
tires were as hard as at the start. 

The construction of the wheel is 
peculiar. The tire is an ordinary 
casing with an inner tube in-.every 
respect except-sise. It is 20x4 inches 
and fits around the hub. The spokes 
rest on this tire through intermediary 
rollers and the wheel is kept rigid 
by side plates which telscope into 
each other just enough to give the 
inner tire full resillancy. If a blow- 
out should occur, no greater harm 
could come than a ride in on a solid 
wheel, for as soon as the plates tele- 
scope more than an inch and a half, 

Ne wheel locks and becomes solid. 
The outer tire ts of solid rubber. The 
construction of the wheel] is such and 
the placing of the gide plates so ao- 
curate, that there is no possibility 
of the collapse of the wheel. 

The importance of the wheel to the 
trade is claimed to be the impossibil- 
ity of puncturing the tire and the al- 
most certainty that it will not blow 
out. Its easy running qualities were 
demonstrated on the test which show- 
ed that it was as easy as any other 
well-inflated pneumatic tire. 

Schenk, who has formed a company 
to build further experimental wheels, 
has been told by the head of one of 
the big automobile selling companies 
in a letter, that if he has an inven- 
tion such as he described, his patent 
would be easily worth $25,000,000, as 
every automobile manufacturer in the 
country would be glad to adopt it. 

The finished wheel has a peculiar 
but not \unattractive look, as the 
center is enclosed with solid plates 
to keep out dirt. 

Four other wheels are now being 
built, certain irregularities in the 
original wheels having been elimin- 
ated. As soon as these are finished 
and tried out on an automobile the 
manufacture of the wheel will be un- 
dertaken.

OWNERS DON'T KNOW 
PROPER LUBRICATION 


According to President Charles W. 
Lewis of the Jackson Automobile Co., 
misuse is the cause of much of the 
automobile trouble met with by two- 
thirds of the owners of cars and that 
the rapid wear is the result of 
poor and insuffictent lubrication. 

“Many automobile owners, when 
thefr machines begin to fall off in 
power,” says Mr. Lewis, “seem to feel 
satisfied that it is the natural thing 
and pay little attention to it unless 
it falls off very rapidly. The repair 
man is often consulted with, but lit- 
tle satisfaction. Improper lubrica- 
tion may be due to insufficient ofl, 
poor ofl, poor circulation of cooling 
water, overrich mixture, late spark, 
running with throttle wide open for 
long periods and forgetfulness on 
the part of the driver in keeping the 
ofl supplied and well regulated. 

‘In any case, the result is the 
cylinder and piston begin to cut, and 
though they may wear smooth again 
after a time, their diameters are 
changed, and after a few such cases 
the piston will be too small to fit the 
cylinder and leakage is the result. 
Leakages, ever so small, past the pis- 
ton and rings, tend to blow the lu- 
bricating oll away from the surface, 
and rapid wear is the result. When 
the motor is cold there will be no 
leaks, therefore, the time to test is 
when the motor is hot.”

Improvement of Sites With 
Business Buildings 
Is Planned. 


Contracts were executed yesterday 
through Paul Jones & Co. whereby all 
their Vandeventer avenue holdings in 
Shaw’s Lafayette addition has been sold 
to a speculative syndicate, the identity 
of which Mr. Jones said would not be 
made public at this time. The property 
comprises 12 corners located at the in- 
tersection of Lafayette, De Tonty, Shaw 
and Folsom avenues, with Vandeventer 
avenue. While the consideration has 
not been disclosed, it is said that the 
syndicate, in order to obtain control of 
the business section of this big tract, 
has paid a good price for the Van- 
Aeventer avenue corners. 

Inside lots in the addition on Shaw 
avenue are priced at $45 a front foot, 
the corners probably ranging from $50 to 
$60 a foot. The improvement of the sites 
with business buildings, ranging in cost 
from $25,000 to $50,000, is being tentative- 
ly considered. Between $350,000 and $400,- 
000 is involved in the projected outlay. 

Shaw’s Lafayette Park addition was 
only recently platted and is new being 
improved to be placed on the market 
this fall. There are about 40,000 front feet 
in this subdivision which embraces an 
area extending from Grand to Tower 
Grove avenue and from Folsom to Shaw 
avenue. The property is owned by the 
Missouri Botanical Association, of which 
A. D. Cunningham is secretary. The 
lots will be sold on liberal terms to 
home builders. The inquiry indicates 
quick sale. 

August Starts Well. 

A spurt in trading in realty holdings, 
which is regarded by operators as the 
initial development of a large movement 
in the investment centers of the city, 
signalized the advent of August in local 
realty circles. The fine weather of the 
last week has been a boor to operaters 
in both the business and outlying cen- 
ters of the city.

Louis in about two 
weeks, when plans for the disposition 
of the future of Mrs. Leathe’s Wash- 
ington avenue and Poplar street hold- 
ings will be set afoot. All the prop- 
erty, as well as several other holdings, 
transferred by Mrs. Leathe in the big 
trade, were presented at the recent auc- 
tion sale of the Leathe heldings by the 
Nicholis-Ritter company at the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange. The money 
crowd, however, was out of the city, 
and the sale was a flasco.

USTAVE WOLFF has returned ‘to his St. 
Louis studio, having spent two years in 
the stimulating atmosphere of Holland, 

that vast school of the landscape painter. While 
Paris and Rome, Munich ana Florence’ have their 
distinctive schools of painting and sculpture, the 
landscapist must‘ go to Holland to get the best 
in scenic art. , 

.While in Holland Mr. Wolff had several paint- 
ings on the line at the Modern Dutch Impression- 
ists’ Exhibition in Amsterdam, and Queen Wil- 
helmina, accompanied by her consort, motored 
over from The Hague to see the show, with the 
intention of choosing such ofthe paintings of the

Her Majesty has the finest collection of mod- 
ern Dutch art in the woria, and addg to it an- 
nually. She expressed her intention at, this year’s 
exhibition of purchasing two pictures, by Amer- 
leans, one of them a landscape by Wolff. Mr. 
Wolff has not yet been notified which of the 
several paintings he had there Her Majesty 
picked out for her gallery. 

Mr. Wolff's sojourn in Holland has added won- 
derfully to his art. He has come back broad- 
gned, and with an eye trained to see things in 
Nature’s moods he never saw before. This is 
what Holland teaches, and it is what has made 
her sons the greatest landscape painters in the 
world from the beginning of art. 

“Holland’s violent colors stun the fofeign paint- 
ers when they first go there,” said. Mr. Wolff, 
speaking of his experience in the land of dikes. 
“The Holland landscape, with its tangible at- 
mosphere and its tremendous skies, is impossible 
at first for the foreigner who has ‘been seeing 
through the murk of our Western American air. 
When I first went there I could not paint at all. 
It was bewildering, intense, fatiguing! There was 
s0 much to see that the eye was overfilled, and 
Such a rapid and marvelous change in color. 
Nothing remained the same for five minutes at a 
time. There is more color in the landseape tnan 
an American would dare put on his ¢anvas. But 
the Dutch do it with astounding bolaness. 

“The sxies are tremendous. They hit ‘the new- 
comer between the eyes and daze hitm. I would 
go out to paint at the first, and sit there idle be- 
cause I could not grasp it, : 

“There the light changes every five minutes. 
Over here we paint the first thing wé see. Over 
there it is the last we try to grasp. The sky 
forces itself upon one. Paint a sky!in Holland 
and you have a picture: The land is very lew 
and there is no foreground -to speakiof, but the 
skies are so wonderfully large and full of char- 
acter that they dominate the scene always. 

“Holland is a strange place to lite in for a 
man brought up in fhe American West. There is 
mone of the fierce heat and dust and murk of at- 
3 that we have here, The moisture in 
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the air, the rapidly changing cloud formations, 
give the occasional sunlight a remarkabie Jewel- 
like brilliancy such as is seldom seen in this 
climate. 

“The best men of Holland tw landscape—Israels, 
William Marris, Breitner, Basterd, Reitmuller and 
others—have a large market for their work, 
mostly in the United States, although some of 
their best paintings remain in Holland. The deal- 
ers have contracts for all their paintings; in fact, 
the American picture buyers keep the country 
cleaned up on works of art. 

“A New York dealer who had sold a lot of 
Dutch landscapes in Chicago the year before went 
there last year and bought them all back. He 
returned them to Holland, paying duty on them 
both ways; sold them again and doubled his 
money. 

“There are no art colonies in Holland as there 
are in Paris and Munich. The great masters I 
have named criticise the work of the studying 
painters, but have not, strictly speaking, students 
or classes of their own. The Rijks Academie, in 
Amsterdam, is the first school, and entrance is 
had only after a very severe exam.nation. 

“St. Louis is a good market for good pictures, 
both home and foreign, and there are some good 
examples of the Dutch here, but not as many as 
there should be.” 

Mr. Wolff is well known in St. Louis, where 
he has been painting for 20 years. He is an ex- 
ample of the man who has arrived at eminence 
in his art through difficulties, and is practically 
self-taught. When he was a carriage painter he 
devoted every hour he could take from his work 
to the study of art, up at daylight to get in a few 
hours at his easel, and painting after his day's 
work was done until dark. He studied for a time 
under ‘Paul Connoyer, but it was his love for u.s 
art and his indomitable courage that has put him 
in his present position. 

Mr. Wolff will hold an exhibition of his paint- 
ings made in Holland in St. Louis this fall, at 
which the art-loving public will be surprised at 
his remarkable progress in technique and O.ser- 
vation and the general interest of his canvases.

Because, in the first place, everything you do 
and say is discounted in advance. The city 
cousin said to the country relative, “Your min- 
ister here seems to be a very fine man.” 

“Well, why shouldn't he be?” was the reply. 
“Thats’ what we pay him for.” 

The minister constantly finds himself up 
against this attitude, It isn’t often put up to him 
in words, but he feels it in the atmosphere. Peo- 
ple know that he is obliged to do and say certain 
things_in order to make good. He has to give 
value received for his bread and butter, his dona- 
tion parties, his missionary boxes or his trip to 
the Holy Land. How does the world know 
whether he is trying to do this, or sincerely seek- 
ing to serve God? A man would act the same 
way in elther case. 

The layman's words count double, because he 
isn't paid to speak. If I live a clean, true and 
sober life now, people will know it is because I 
really believe in goodness. When I urge men to 
cut out the evil and unclean things, they know .I 
am interested in their weliare. The service of 
God and man has grown more real to-me since I 
am no longer earning my living by It. 

My thoughts are free. I am no longer the re- 
tained attorney of a particular view of fe, The 
modern minister’s mind is in a straitjacket, laced 
around him by his congregation. If his mind

doesn’t happen to be larger than his straitjacket 
the map imagines he is free. 

Of course, churches differ. Some give their 
minister a larger liberty than others. But this 
liberty is really only a longer te.her. If the pas- 
tor of an orthodox church gets too heretical, or 
the pastor of a radical church gets too orthodox, 
there's trouble—and more trouble—and then 
some. 

The usual ministerial view of almost any sub- 
ject is a narrow, one-sided, conventional one. The 
poor preacher doesn’t dare to open his eyes wide 
to life. The lawyer may, and the doctor, and the 
teacher, and the merchant. But the minister 
migtit see something that wouldn’t square with 


the theology of his job. There are more things 
in heaven and on earth than are dreamed of in 
his philosophy, bat he must not betray any con- 
sctousness of their existence. 

The situation becomes almost funny when the 
church people can’t agree among themselves. 
Some don’t want the minister to believe in the 
Higher Criticism. Others think he is a num- 
skull if he doesn’t believe in it. Some of the 
perishioners are down on Darwin and Darwinism. 
Others credit Socialism with being the anti- 
Christ. But the thing is no joke to the preacher. 
He can only hold his job by standing in with the 
majority. Woe betide him if he makes a’ mistake 
and picks out what proves to be the minority. 


My main reason for being glad that ¥ am out 
of the pastorate is this: I believe that the 
atmosphere of it is detrimental to the manliness 
of all but the men. . 

Our churehes are largely composed of women. 
Most of their work is done by women. Of course 
this is no discredit either to religion or to the 
women. It simply shows that women know a 
good thing quicker than men do, where the val- 
ties concerned are spiritual instead of financial. 
But this predominance of women is mighty un- 
fortunate both for the Church and the Ministry. 

The moral ideals of women differ from those of 
men. The women are more esthetic. They re- 
serve their heaviest condemnation for disgusting 
sins and disreputable sinners. The ordinary 
woman is slow to believe anything very bad of a 
genial, well-groomed and cultivated man, ‘“He’s 
so nice, he couldn’t do such a thing, I’m sure.” 

Here and there you will find a red-blooded 
woman who likes thé big, the elemental, the 
brutal, if you please, in’ manhood. But the great 
majority of good 
Genteel, agreeable men. Good husbands, Kind 
parents. Social eligibles. Men who don’t smoke 
or swear. Men who are never ‘‘vulgar.’’ Wom- 
anly-men, with the women’s point of view on 
moral questions, particularly regarding sex ré- 
lations, 

Women will forgive such a man almost any of- 
fense against truth or justice or honesty, The 
woman who prefers the elemental] sort of man is 
looked on by her correct and conventional! sisters 
as being just a little below par.

WOULD A: PERMANENT EXPOSITION AT ST. LOUIS PAY?

OW that the idea of a permanent Exposition 

N and Fair for St. Louis seems to have tagen 

such deep root as to make the project al- 

most a certainty, the question of the financial 

success Of such an undertaking is being discussed 

on all sides, and many who favor the project 

from almost every standpoint are chary from its 
economic phase. 


To settle this question, let us start out on the 
theory that what St. Louis has done it can do 
again, and that it can do anything that any other 
city on the continent can do. There will be no 
argument on that score. The last year | was 
secretary of the St. Louts Fair, before Ceila, +m 
ler and Tilles bought it, we cleared $105,000, T 
is not theory, but history. St. Louis has 260,000 
more people now. 


I was connected with the State Fair of Texas 
for years. This fair is located at Dallas and be- 
longs to the city itself. It is not subsidised by 
the State and is dependent on its own resources 
alone. For 13 days every fall it becomes the 
playground of Texas. A net profit of over $100,000 
a@ year has enabled it to create an institution that 
is fit to invite the world to, I have been on the 


‘grounds when there were 70,000 paid admissions. 


Dallas has less than 70,000 people. 

Where did this throng come from? It came 
from every nook and corner of the Lone Star 
State and from its sister State of Oklahoma. I 
have met people there from as far as Manitoba, 
President Taft spent a day on the ds last 
year, and in the last ten years nearly every ce 
lebrity in the country has been en ed there. 


The proposed exposition in St. Louis will take 
on a national character, and for the purpose of 
reaching &@ more intelligent notion as to its pos- 
sibilities I have secured the reports of some of 
the great industrial and livestock exhibits for 
the past year. They make interesting reading. 


The St. Louis Exposition will be framed large- 

ly on the Hnes of the Canadian National Expo- 
sition at Toronto, wnich was established in 1879. 
In order to get an adequate idea of this won- 
derful enterprise, I will quote from some of its 
literature just at hand. 
* “The Canadian National Exposition came into 
existence in 1879 as a result of a misunderstand- 
ing with the provincial authorities, who are al- 
leged to have promised Toronto the Provincial 
Exhibition for two successive years, providing 
certain imprevements in the buildings were made. 
The province moved its grant to another city, 
and Toronto decided to go ahead and run an ex- 
hibition of its own on a scale that would make 
it the greatest exhibition in Canada. The amount 
given in prizes that year was $17,407.92, the paid 
admissions 101,794, the total receiggs $57,296.78. 
This is the foundation upon which the Canadian 
National was built. Last year the attendance 
totaled 752,520 and the receipts $225,000. 

“The largest attendance for a single day in 
1909 was 142,320 people. The Canadian National 
Exhibition is national in more than name. The 
grounds and buildings are provided by the city 
of Toronto, but the exhibition is carried on by 
a board of 25 directors, eight of whom are elected 
by the Toronto City Council, eight by the manu- 
facturing interests of the Dominion and eight. by 
the Agricultural Associations of Canada. The 
twenty-fifth member is the Minister of Agricul- 
ture. In 1908 the surplus amounted to $47,000; 
and in 1909 to $65,000. The gross revenue from 
all sources has been as follows:

This, in brief, is, the story of Canada’s great 
exhibition. It must be remembered that Toronto 
is about one-third the size of St. Louis, 

One of the great fairs of this country is that 
at Hamline, between the twin cities of Minneap- 
Olis and St. Paul. Secretary C. N. Cosgrove, in 
a letter, gives the information subjoined: 

“Our grounds now cover 350 acres. Our an- 
nual attendance is in the neighborhood of 350,000 
for the week. We hope to reach 400,000 this 
year, Our profits have been from $65,000 to 
$85,d00 for the last seven or eight years. St. 
Louis ought to have a good fair.” 

The Wisconsin State Fair at Madison has 140 
acres of ground. It*has of late put up some 
splendid buildings of masonry, at a cost of 
$225,000. The profits last year were $10,00u. 

Memphis and Nashville are thriving towns and 
&@ report from them must prove Interesting to St. 
Loulsans. because they are part of our territory. 
Secretary J. W. Russwurm of the Tennessee 
State Fair, at Nashville, writes as follows: 

“I am certainly glad to know that you are try- 
ing to get St. Louis back in the fait business. 
Have attended them at St. Louls and there is so 
doubt of your ability to give splendid fairs We 
have one of the best fairs im the country and 
have a balance on the right side of the ledger 
every year, I am in the livestock business my- 
self, and I certainly would like to see St. Louis 
give another big fair. Nothing would bring more 
money to your business interests. 

The fatr at Memphis is ram by the citizens of 
that town. It attracts people from all over the 
South and is a financial and artis.ic success. . 

The State Fair of Ohio, at Columbus, is said 
to be one of the most complete in the country. 
From all parts of the United States people cove 
for the week there. Secretary A. P. Sandie, 
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after wishing the St. Louis venture success, gives 
the information asked for. The grounds contain 
115 acres and the improvements represent 
$1,000,000. The receipts last year were $88,000. 
The net profits were $18,000.. 

The lowa State Fair made $28,081.52 last year. 
It has a net expense, too, of $109,000. 

The Illinois State Fair makes money every 
year. In the 56 acres that comprises it, is in- 
vested over $400,000 in buildings. 


The same story runs through all the reports. 

Secretary J. W. Newman of the State Fair of 
Kentucky writes as follows: 

“I sincerely hope that you will be successful 
in establishing a permanent exposition at St. 
Louls. The Kentucky State Fair has done this 
city a great deal of good within the eight years 
it has existed. The city of Louisville has spent 
$165,000 for permanent grounds and buildings. 
Last year we cleared $19,500. The merchants and 
business interests of Louisville are very much 
pleased with the fair and feel that it is a perma- 
nent institution of great value to the city.’ 


The State of Missouri has 66 fairs that have 
claimed dates for this year. All of them are in 
a thriving condition. The entries are larger than 
in any previous year.

Of this year five persons have been drowned 
in Meramec River at or near the stretch of 
water on which the young people of St. Louis 
canoe and swim. Last summer 12 persons were 
drowned there, so that this season’s toll is not 
yet half taken. 
A dozen lives of young and promising men 
and women is an awful price to pay for a 
season’s pleasuring on the water. It is due to 
the fact that such streams as traverse the State 
of Missouri are not ideal for elther boating or 
swimming, for various reasons. The Meramec is not more danger- 
ous perhaps than the Current, the White, the Nyangua or any of 
Missouri’s numerous and beautiful streains, but its proximity to the 
city of St. Louis provides it with more victims than any other river 
in the State. 
Such streams in Missouri as the Meramec are spring-fed, and 
for that reason are clear and cold, except when the rains from the 
hillsides of the Ozarks turn them into raging torrents, when they 
become yellow. monsters, eating away the banks, digging great 
holes in their beds and setting traps for next scason’s prey. 
The traps are set with as much cunning as ever a trapper. in 
the wild woods knows. They are the trees and brushwood that 
the stream cuts away from the banks and sinks and holds in the 
‘river bottom at the deep holes they have washed out. 
The Meramec has been accumulating these traps evér since it 
was a river. The bottom of the deep holes in the river bed ig set with a tangle of water- 
logged snags and piles of brush which catch and hold those who are swept into them by 
the current, and from them there is no escape. 
Whenever anyone is drowned in the-Meramec it is observed that the body is not re.

The concussion produced by 
exploding dynamite beneath the 
suiface of the stream some 
times dislodges them and they 
float down stream. Or when the 
body is distended and rendered 
bouyant by gases it sometimes 
breaks away from the bush that 
holdg it and floats lazily down- 
stream until it is caught and de- 
tained by brush on the surface. 

Occasionally a strong swimmer 
will get into the area of one of 
the ice-cold springs which bubble 
up from. the bottom of the river, 
and which give the stream its 
flow in the summer. The sud- 
den passage out of the temperate 
water at the edges of the stream 
into the icy fluid produces a 
sudden chilling that results in 
cramps, and the swimmer goes 
down. 

But it is a peculiarity of most 
of the drownings that have becn 
observed that those who g0 
down in the Meramec seldom, if 
ever, rise to the surface even once. 
That is because the victims are 
caught on snags or are entangled 





of a shag peering above the water makes a V- 
shaped wave, as if a submarine monster was 
swimming upstream. 

Another danger to the boatman is the trot- 
lines which the fishermen put out. They are 
strung from bank to bank a few inches beneath 
the surface, and are hung with hooks about a 
foot apart, baited for catfish. Many a swimmer 
has been thrown under the water by striking 
one of these, Early this season a swimmer, who 
had abandoned his boat in front of Arnold’s 
landing to catch a paddle that was floating 
downstream, was caught in the baek by a hook 
on a trotline and held under water by it till he 
drowned. 

When the fishermen are “running their lines” 
to bait or take off the fish the line is a foot or 
so above the water and is taut. A canoe com- 
ing down the river in the dusk may run into it; 
turn broadside and turn over. The occupants 
being thrown out, are most likely to drown. 

A species of grass grows on the bottom of the 
Meramec and other Ozark streams that is a men- 
ace to the swimmer. It attains a length of 10 
feet; and when the water is shallow it bends 
downstream, waving in the swift running water 
with a snake-like motion, It will trip a wader 
and hold a swimmer whe once gets entangled 
in it.

Th's is the reason why the strongest swimmers 
drown as easily, and as often, as those who can- 
not swim and who have had little or no experi- 
ence in the water. 

Most of the drownings are the result of acci- 
dents to canoeists. While more often it is the 
inexperienced or careless canoe paddler who is 
overturned in the swift current, the experienced 
crulser is often tipped out, and it is the resuk 
of good fortune rather than skill if he is not 
“er into one of the deep holes and drowned. 

he water of the Meramec is very uncertain. 
Only actual experience on the river will tel] the 
cahoeist what water is safe, and where the sub- 
merged snags lie in wait to rip a hole in the 
canoe bottom or turn it over.

HAVE always thought tt would be beneficial to decrease the amount we do not 
know; to make a last of things of which we know little or nothing and scratch xsome- 
thing- from it every hour. 

Given enough teme, what play of the imagination that aliows! Jules Verne’s 
ideas have come trie except the trip to the moon and the journey to the center of 
the earth—ampossible principally on account of the high internal temperature. 

The electric light, submarine and airship have materialized. 

in my hook I assumed the discovery of a force counteracting gravitation. We know 
that magnets can repel as easily as they attract, and that the earth is a great magnet. 
I coined a word, “‘ Apergy,’’ for this gravitational counterpart. 

With apergy, tf we could produce it, we could do almost anything, from lifting 
weights on earth, to a trip to the moon or farther, if properly equipped. Think what 
emancipation from gravitation, if we could neutralize that ancient force, would mean to 
the aeroplane. It would need no wings, could carry as much weight as the aviator 
wished, and the engine would be needed only for propulsion.

But these things are as nothing compared to 
the conquest of space, in which our little earth 
moves enveloped in ether. Of this, as yet, we 
know very little. Sir Oliver Lodge describes 
the ether, supposedly very tenuous, as possibly 
the most rigid thing we know. According to 


his calculations, every cubic millimeter of ether 


contains as much energy as would be developed 
by “a million-horsepower station working con- 
tinuously for 40,000,000 years.” The reason is 
that every corpuscle which ether contains—and 
these are much smaller than even the atoms 
and molecules of which we speak ordinarily— 
vibrates with the speed of light, or about 193,000 
miles a second. 


The atom and the molecule are no longer the 
minutest subdivisions of matter. We now have 
corpuscles and electrons. In fact, physical ex- 
periments show that the atom is a very complex 
affair, almost a ministure solar system. 

To be able to traverse the ether of spgce—of 
course, as yet only in our imaginations—we must 
go in an airtight projectile. ‘t is assumed that 
we bave attained to the control of apergy, and 
can have ourselves repelled from the earth as 
we are pow aturacted to it. We should have to 
get atmost infinite speed to make any sort of 
trip, because human life is not long enough for 
a space journey at ordinary speed. 

In our airtight cel! we could live till our air 
was exhausted. Then it would be an easy matter 
to release oxygen, carried under great pressure, 
as we needed it. The carbonic acid gas would 
also huve to be absorbed, by lime or any one of 
several other substances, or we skould soon suf- 
focate. 

With apergy, tremendous speed would not be 
difficult. As a falling body drys 16 feet the 
first second, 32 the next, 64 the next, and so on, 
so the speed would increase in geometrical pro- 
gression, with repulsion equalling gravitation, 
2s we happen to find it, but if we could make 
the earth repel at all, there is no reasou why tuis 
should not be increased so that soon We should 
acquire cometary velocity. 

Could Mars be reached? As yet, only in imag- 
ination. But if able to leave the earth, what is 
not possible? As for signaling other planets, 
that may be possible. My friend, Nikola Tesla, 
says he has already received signals from Mars. 
Some people may think him visionary, but I en- 
joy bis society immensely. 

We zet light from Mars now. If light, why 
not signals? The ether is perfectly capable of 
transmitting vibrations if we can start the° proper 
kind. 

I knew Keely, too, of Keely motor fame. He 
was an uneducated man, but may Nave been on 
the track of some revolutionary discovery, thoug) 


in accordance with his invariable custom. 

Among his first inventions was a bicycle brake, for wheels having solid tires. Col. Astor 
noticed that as these tires became worn away in the center the brake shoe only pressed on 
the edge of the tire, thus losing the grip it had when the tire was round and exactly fitted the 
brake. He designed a brake, shaped like a fork with flat prongs, which adapted itself to 
the changing shape of the tire. As the tire wore flat the brake shoe followed it.

Col. Astor’s “‘Pneumatic Road Improver” took first prize at the World’s Fair, Chicago, in 
1893. It is designed to facilitate the removal of wornout material, or detritus, from the 
roadbed; by either laying it in windrows whence it can be conveniently removed, or blowing 
it away at the sides of the road. This machine is adapted for use in cleaning streets in . 
country towns or on the public roads beyond city limits. The machine is weighted and fit- 
ted with rubber tires and has three horses. There is a rotary blower which gives a con- 
tinuous blast, removing all old material and allowing new stone to unite with the old roadbed. 

Damage to crops by long periods of drouth turned Col. Astor’s attention to the problem 
of artificial rain-making, and he has evolved a device, based on thoroughly scientific princi- 
ples, whereby a volume of warm, moist air may be removed, through a closed conduit, to 
an upper and cooler stratnm of air, thus causing the former to be condensed and precipi- 
tated as rain. The mingling of the ascending column of air with the surrounding atmospher 
is prevented until the ascending column reaches a point of discharge. | 

Col. Astor’s marine turbine engine was patented in 1902 and at once given to the public. 
This turbine differs from the ordinary type in that it has no stationary parts other’ than the 
journals and foundation frames to carry it. The casing of the turbine revolves as wel} &s 
the shaft, but in an opposite direction. The extremely high speed required. in other tur- 
bines is the disadvantage which this new turbine corrects. Col. Astor reduces the speed at 
which his propellors are whirled by one-half, but he retains the same power at the propellors, 
with a theoretical gain in efficiency. This turbine may be further described as being like a 
rifled gun, the barrel of which is prolonged nntil it reaches the screw, which revolves to the 
right. The inside shaft is like a ramrod, revolving to the left. This arrangement gives two 
tandem propellors. The spinning motion given to the water by the first propellor is neu- 
tralized by the second, so thot all surplus energy in spinning water is saved, and the water, 
except for its backward motion, is perfectly still. The wéight of the turbine is reduced 
very much and it is made much more compact. Instead of having one propellor revolvifig 
500 times a minute, each propellor makes put 250 revolutions, and thus reduces. the. cavia- 
tion of the water. 


Co]. Astor’s next. invention was a steamship chair, which he evolved while returning 
from Europe. It is a simple device by means of which a chair may be held firmly to the 
floor, no matter how much the ship pitches, and yet may be easily released and moved about. 
The scheme involves the use of a vacuum cup beneath the chair, so mounted that fit may be 
pressed into engagement with the deck or floor to bold the chair by suction, or the vacuum 
may be broken, the cup lifted and the chair released. 

The latest device from Col. Astor’s fertile brain is @ machine for making use of the 
enormous peat deposits in this country as afuel for power. He calls this apparatus a “Vi- 
bratory Disintegrator,” and he is still working hard on it at his estate at Rhinebeck, N. Y., 
where he has set up a machine of 150 Lorsevower to operate a stone crusher. The idea is 
to use the expansive force of air and gases within the peat to disrupt and disintegrate it 
and to obtain from it in this way a gas which will run any kind of machinery. As peat 
can be had in many parts of the country forthe mere labor of dige'ng it, the economy of 
power is apparent, especially to farmers on whose land it may be found.

“We can build,” declared Ayrault, the original 
proposer and financier of the scheme, “ap air- 
tight projectile, hermetically seal ourselves with- 
in, and so charge it that it will be repelled by 
the magnetism of the earth with equal or greater 
violence than that with which.it is ordinarily 
attracted.

EADLY as warfare always has been, 
it is the mission of man to make at 
always deadlier than before. While 
civilization on the one hand is striv: 
ing to make mankind better, kind- 
er, happier and wiser, on the 
other hand it is as eagerly seeking 

‘to invent instruments of greater death-deal- 
ing nower for use in warfare. : 
hen the first of the high explosives was 
ited the advocates of peace saw the end 
Wwvar; even so, perhaps, did the ancients 
uenk when the first catapult was used. 











The Spanish Government, testing the grenade, arranged 90 manikins, representing 
soldiers, in a circle 150 feet in diameter. After a grenade was exploded in their midst 
it was found that nine had been killed—that is, hit jn a vital spot—and 47 wounded. 


is placed the detonator, bearing a fulminate cap. 


Just before being fired, this detonator is screwed 


into place. 

Near the upper third of the length of the gren- 
ade is fitted a steel ring divided into 24 seg- 
ments. When the explosion occurs, these 24 
segments and all the pieces of the shattered gren- 
ade are turned into deadly projectiles. 

The efficiency of the grenade is assured from 
the fact that it can be fired from a gun of any 
description, so long as the diameter of the steel 


rod forming the “tail” corresponds with the cali- 


ber of the barrel. The rod is simply introduced 
into the gun and the grenade may be thrown a 
great distance by the discharge of an ordinary 
blank cartridge. 

With the regulation cartridge used by the 
United States Army, the grenade may be thrown 


| a distance of about 500 feet, but this distance 
| may be doubled by the use of a larger one.

To fire the grenade 1000 feet, the gun must be 
aimed at an angle of 35 or 40 degrees. The recoil 


ig very slight and may be even entirely abal- 


. 


ing at the end a ring to which a cord about 16 
inches long is tied. The grenade is thrown by 
means of this cord. 

“There is no danger in carrying the grenades 
on the person, especially if the precaution he 
taken to remove the detonators. Tonite, in sj‘te 
of its terrible execution, is a very safe explos:ve, 
which can be set off only by the shock produced 
by a special detonator. A loaded grerade has 
been fired at with ball and no explosion resulted, 
although tne charge of tonite was pulverized. 

“The detonating head having been removed, if 
a piece of Bickford cord is introduced. the gren- 
ade may be used like a melinite cartridge to de- 
molish walls or bridges and to put out of com- 
mission artillery, railways, buildings, etc.” 

The German General Staff is considering the 
adoption of the shrapnel grenade as being both 
cheap and effective. One of the results of the 
use of this grenade is the depressing effect on 
troops. The terrific din-caused by the repeated 
explosion of these miniature shells necessarily 
ma_es a powerful impression on the mind.

Vision of Great Cities 
Razed and Strongest 
Fortifications Blown to 
Dust as the Ominous 
Aeroplane Hovers High 
Above, Dropping a Rain of Bombs and Shells 


The French Army has recently adopt°d a ma- 
chine gun for use against aeroplanes and -dirigi- 
bles, which is fired from its base on ths ground, 
as illustrated herewith. The gunner lies on his 
back underneath the gun to aim it. It throws 
a large number of projectiles in rapid succes- 
sion, and the possibility of a large number of hits 
is correspondingly great. 

These two guns are the latest to endeavor to 
counteract the danger of attack from the vessels 
of the air upon those in the water. It is likely 
that the aeroplanists will strive now to render 
the guns ineffective. 

Probably the greatest realistic demonstration 
of war in air, and between the forces of the air 
and those on land, will take place at the Inter- 
national Aviation Tournament to be held at Gar- 
den City, L. I., in October. 

Americhn and European aviators will meet 
then in mimic warfare, and make tne fighting as 
vivid as possible without too great danger to the 
combatants. 

The maneuvers will conform as nearly as pos- 
sible to conditions that would be met in actual 
air fighting. The American and Européan avi- 
ators will be assembled in separate groups, and 
after going through various tactics will come to- 
gether directly over the flying field. 

The battle will probably represent the attack 


of Amertcan aeroplanes upon a foreign fleet 
anchored somewhere east of Long Island. The 
aerial fleet will fly out from New York with the 
purpose of destroying the ships by dropping 
bombs upon their decks. They will be met by 
opposing aeroplanes sent out on scouting expedi- 
tions from the warships. The opposing airships 
will meet above the aviation field, so that the 
value or uselessness of their evolutions may be 
determined by the officers of the army and navy 
on the field. 7 

Each of the aeroplanes will be accompanied by 
a gunner, who will be the real fighting man. The 
possibilities of using firearms in flight, the drop- 
ping of explosives and the skill in attack and 
escape will be demonstrated in a manner to make 
a spectacular display, and at the same time pro- 
vide a great deal of valuable information for the 
military men. . 

At this time there will be a thorough demon- 
stration of the value of the machine. guns.and 
grenades fired from the ground at the coursing 
aéroplanes, 

The Wright brothers have promised to have 
several aeroplanes in the international meet, and, 
as they have given a great deal of study to the 
use of the aeroplane in war, it is expected that 
they will furnish much of the valuable and spec- 
tacular features of the battle in the air, 
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Shells will bring 
about a revolution in 
the methods of war- 
fare, but it seems 
quite certain that they 
will greatly modifiy 
the complexion of 
fighting at distances 
of less than a quarter 
of a mile, since troops 
without artillery will 
now have at their 
disposal real shrapnel 
shells.

» ‘danger presented by the aeroplane to our navy. 
It is no argument that we do not expect a war, 
* nor is it an excuse for the backwardness of this 
country in providing a defense against a’ possible 
marauding fleet of aeroplanes. The improbability 
of a war existed in this country in the year 1897. 
But a year thereafter we were fighting Spain. 
At that time our War Department showed its 
. “npreparedness. When-Capron’s battery opened 
fire on the Spaniards in front of Santiago, it was 
instantly enshrouded in smoke. The battery had 
’ black powder in its limber chests. 
The Spaniards returned the fire with smokeless 
_'* powder, and the Yankees were unable to get 
their range, or locate them. 
The National Guardsmen who went to Cuba in 
1898 carried the old Springfield model single-fire 
rifle, and the cartridges were loaded with black 
powder.

They know that 
something will catch them and drown them if 
they go deep. 

It is remarkable how small and slender a 
thing will hold a person in the water.

The scene of most of the drownings in the 
Meramec is a deep hole at a bend in the river 
known as Moershel’s Spring or Spur.

ALMON WITH CHAMBORD SAUCE— 
Put between three and four pounds wf 
ve the middle cut of salmon into a stew- 
J pan containing one and a half pints of 
bot fish stock (or water) and add a carrot, 
an oulon stuck with a clove, a little bunch of 
parsiey,.a sprig of lemon thyme, a dozen pep- 
er corns and a saltspoonful of salt; cover 
ne pan closely and let the fish simmer gently 
fbr one hour. When done, remove it care 
fuly, take off the skin and leave it to get 
cold; take half a pint of the stock in which 
it was cooled, strain it and add a quarter of 
a pint of thick brown Spanish sauce, a quar- 
ter of a pint of tomato sauce, the juice of half 
a lemon, half a wineglassful of sherry and 
half a teaspoonful of anchovy paste; heat 
the sauce and let it boil for a moment or two, 
then draw the pan to the side of the stove 
and stir in a half an ounce of gelatine and a 
few drops of carmine to enrich the color 
without making it decidedly red. 

When the gelatine has melted, strain the 
gauce into a basin, and when it is cool mask 
the piece of salmon with it, letting one-+coat- 
ing dry before putting on more, and before the 








final masking has time to set decorate the 
top of the salmon with pieces of cucumber 
cut into fancy shapes. 
Cc ASSOLETTESOP CHICKEN.—Put a quar- 
ter of a pound of flour into a basin, add 
@ pinch of sait and rub in one and a half 
ounces of butter very thoroughly. Make a 
hole in the middle of the dry ingredients and 
moisten them with half a well-beaten egg, a 
teaspoonful of lemon juice and a little cold 
water, and mix gradually until a perfectly 
smooth and rather stiff paste is formed: turn 
the latter onto a floured board and roll it 
out very thinly, then line eight little daroile 
molds. which have been buttered, neatly with 
it, and into each put a little packet of but- 


tered paper filled with rice and cook them at 
once in a moderately hot oven; when done 
(they should take about 15 minutes), take out 
the rice and turn the cassolettes from tue 
molds and put them into the oven for a few 
minutes before putting them aside to cool. 

Cut up an equal quantity of cooked chicken 
(the white meat only) and tongue (about 
four ounces of each), season them with sait 
and pepper and add one or two new potatoes 
(cooked) cut into smal] dice and three or 
four pickled gherkins cut in the same way; 
then moisten with some thick, nicely flavored 
mayonnaise sauce and fill the cassolettes with 
the prepared mixture a short time before they 
are to be served,

The Fruit Season Is Here; Try These Recipes 


for Making Preserves and Jams 





RANTED a little care, jam making at 
home does not present great difficul- 
ties, and really entails very little ex- 
pense, especially if the fruit be also 

home-grown. There are a few rules to be 
borne in mind, as follows: (1) Do not allow 
tin, iron or pewter to touch the jam; as any 
of these are liable to spoil the color of the 
preserve (2) Everything employed in the 
jam making must be scrupulously clean. (3) 
The gngar used should be the best. (4) The 
fruit that is imperfect or damaged must be 
discarded. (5) Jt should be just ripe. (6) 
The jam should be boiled till on dropping a 
little onto a plate it jellies; then pot. (7) Jam 
should be boiled fast, to preserve the color of 
the fruit, and kept well stirred. (8) All scum 
must be carefully removed asit rises. (9) Dry 
fruit requires the addition of a little liquid 
to prevent its burning, and for this either 
water, rhubarb or currant jufce may be used, 
(10) Jam must be stored in a cool, dry place, 
free from drafts, and in an even temper- 
ature. 
when poyring it in, Wipe it off at once with a 
damp cloth wrung in hot water. . 


HUBARB JAM.—Pee!l and cut the rhubarb 
into lengths of 14% inches, and for each 
nound of rhubarb allow one pound of sugar, 
and one pound of dried figs cut up for every 
five pounds of rhubarb; let the rhubarb stana 
for 24 hours after it is cut up, covered with 
the sugar: then boil the juice which will have 
flowed from it for 20 minutes, when you add 
the fruit and the figs,and boil together for 20 
minutes longer. The additfon of ground ginger 
is considered by some a great improvement. 


HERRY JAM.—Stalk and stone six pounds 
of cherries, and put them into a basin, 
bruising them lightly to iet the fuice run. 
Meanwhile put into a preserving pan one pint 
of red currant juice and one pound of sugar 
and stir thle contents of the pan over the fire 
ill the sugar is melied; when it boils, add in 
the cherries and their juice and 44, pounds of 
sugar, letting it boil fast for 30 minutes, re- 


moving all scum; then lift the pan off the 


fire. let the contents cool a littie, after which 
potin the usual way. 
CHERRY JAM (2),—~Stone and stalk the 
cherries, and for each pound of fruit al. 
»w % pound of sugar. Put the sugar into the 
preserving pan, just moistening it with water 
to dissolve it, and let ft boil for 5 minutes, 
keeping it well skimmed; next add the cher- 
ries and one gill of red currant juice for each 
pound of fruit, and cook Dover a quick fire 
until on dropping 4 little onto a cold plate 
it jellies. Ags soon as the fruit begins to boil 
keep it well skimmed, for if the scum is left 
the jam will be spoiled. 


OMATO JAM.—Slice some tomatoes thinty 
and rub them through a sieve; put the 
resulting puree into a pan and boil it for 5 
uinutes, keeping it well stirred, after which 
turn it into a napkin and let ft drain slowly, 
as for jelly making. When all the liquid has 
drained through, allow one pound of sugar to 
the pint of pulp left im the napkin; then put 
the sugar into the preserving pan with a gill 
of water to the pound of sugar, and boil to 
$86 degrees, keeping it well skimmed as soon 
as {t begins to boll; now add the tomato pulp, 
together with one gill of red currant juice (or 
rhubarb juice) for each pound of pulp. and 
let it all boil rapidly together till it will jelly 
when tested in the usual way; allow it to 
cook for a few minutes longer and pot. 


SE LEAF JAM.—Make @ syrup of done

This recipe is 
a Greek one, but it will be found rather sweet

AW FRUIT PRESERVE.—Put a pint of 
rum or brandy, or any spirit to taste, 
into a seven-pound jam jar, and one pound of 
sugar; then lay in any fruit you may happen 
to have, after stalking, stoning, cutting up and 
wiping it when necessary, using as many 
kinds as possible, and adding one pound of 
sugar for each pound of fruit; stir it well up 
from the bottom each time more fruit is add- 
ed. One pint of spirits is sufficient for seven 
pounds of fruit, and the fruit may be added 
all through the Summer as it ripens, only the 
jar must be kept carefully covered with a 
bladder.
